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Editorial Notes 


HE Booklist is twenty-two years old. It has had an honor- 
able history, and has, we trust, grown into the affections of 

its older subscribers as a faithful and trustworthy friend. It 
has never been adequately financed. It receives a part of the 
income from an endowment made by Mr. Carnegietothe A. L. A. 
years ago. This sum and the income from subscriptions consti- 
tute its source of revenue. The overhead expenses are relatively 
high. An editor, a specialist in children’s books, two reviewers 
and one stenographer give full time to the Booklist. A proof 
reader and a clerical worker give part time. There is an elabo- 
rate machinery for the selection of books which involves printing 
a monthly advance tentative list, upon which collaborating 
librarians, in all parts of the country, record their votes. The 
Booklist is not a by-product of any other A.L.A. activity. Its 
publication is one of the most important functions of the Asso- 
ciation. Perhaps it can never be made actually self-supporting. 
jut A. L.A. finances do not permit of its carrying a deficit of 
over a thousand dollars which it now faces. An increase in print- 
ing costs last spring brought matters to a crisis. Rather than 
increase the subscription price the executive board and the 
editorial committee decided to admit advertising. They believe 
that it will add interest to the publication and increase its useful- 
ness. No books may be advertised which have not already ap- 
peared in the A. L. A. catalog or the Booklist. It seems unnec- 
essary to say that the character of the list will remain the same. 





N IMPORTANT bibliography has been made by James B. 
Childs, Chief of the U. S. Documents division, and pub- 
lished by the Library of Congress, Washington, D. C. The pam- 
phlet is entitled An account of government document bibliog- 
raphy in the United States and elsewhere. There is a brief ac- 
count of the making of United States document bibliographies, 
and the list that follows covers the United States, the Confed- 
erate states of America, individual states, and foreign countries. 
Bibliographies of the documents of foreign countries are difficult 
to find and this list includes many small and obscure countries 
and seems especially valuable. The pamphlet may be bought 
from the Superintendent of documents, Washington, D. C., for 
five cents.

He had noted every word of sentences he was not expected to understand, and 
added each detail, in his memory, to its proper nucleus. Little by little he had 
uncovered the life of his elders; little by little he had grown up. . .
